Jung was prim arily a neurolog­ 
ist who worked in the field of psy­ 
chiatry, redefining m any of its 
basic concepts.

The President is certain to 
get less than he has requested.

, points out. 
Paint for concrete 
pools must be resistant to the 
alkali that is present in this ma 
terial, while the coating for metal 
pools must protect the metal from 
rust and corrosion. 
• 
Be sure, however, that you use 
only quality paint. Only quality 
paint has lasting hiding power, 
retains its color brilliance, and is 
wear and weather resistant. To 
be sure that you are getting a 
quality product, ask a friend or j 
neighbor who has had a satis­ 
factory paint job which brand he 
used or consult your established, 


j reputable paint dealer. 
The most widely used and ef­ 
fective paint for concrete pools 
is usually referred to as swim­ 
ming pool paint. This is a solvent- 
thinned paint based on a synthetic 
resin, usually chlorinated rubber i 
and is not to he confused with 
the water-thinned latex paints. 
There 
are also solvent-thinned 
I vinyl paints, but these must he 
applied by a professional painter. 
Both types contain strong solvents 
and should tie used over previous­ 
ly applied paint only with caution. 
Another popular type of alkali 
resistant paint is Portland cement 
paint which must be applied only 
to wet. previously unpainted sur- 
I fares and be kept wet while it is 
; airing, usually by filling the pool 
after it has been applied. 
Steel swimming pools require a 
different kind of paint systeqi. 
j First comes a metal conditioner, 
i then a rv>at of anti-eorro«ive m a­ 
rine primer, this to be followed 
j by a topcoat designed for marine 
I use that will withstand continuous 


I immersion. Solvent-thmned swim- 
' ming pool paints are also recoin* 
j mended. 
Proper surface preparation is 
I essential for a successful job. The 
j sides and bottom of the pool must 
he scrubbed with a* brush and de­ 
tergent to remove oil, dirt, algae 
and other foreign matter. If what 


appears to he dirt doesnt scrub 
off. it may he a type of mold. This 
I can he destroyed with a household 
I bleach such as Oilorox. All cracks 
j must be caulked. 
Another necessary step is to 
I etch the concrete of previously 
j unpainted pods with an acid wash 
in order to provide a roughened 
i surface that will give good ad- 
j hesion Muriatic acid in a 10 per 
; cent solution is the acid most 
! commonly used. Be sure to wear 
goggles, rubber hoots and gloves 
and old clothing. 
Where the old paint is in ver> 
poor condition, i.e., chalking badly 
or peeling, it should be removed 
by sand blasting. The pool should 
then he washed. Faded paint need 
not tie removed, however, only 
cleaned. With steel pools, all rust 
must he removed by sand blasting 
or otherwise, and the pool primed
